one of the reasons why the English 
are sending so much money to this 
country for investment 
They were 
hoping that if free trade had tri­ 
umphed at the last election to lie able 
to do the 
manufacturing for this 
country at home, but seeing no pros­ 
pect of that now they are sending 
their money over here to do it in this 
country. 
That is one of the already 
apparent benefits of having it under­ 
stood that American industries are 
not to be sacrificed for the sake of a 
school teacher’s theory. 


Three Indians Killed. 
A special from Princeton to the 
Press says: The Indians at Mdle Lacs 
received fresh consignments of fire 
water from Mora and Little Falls last 
week, and the result was a big drunk. 
Last Thursday three Indians stopped 
at the Rum River trading post to 
have their wounds dressed. 
One of 
them could not walk alone. 
His face 
was cut and hacked in half a dozen 
places, and he was seriously stabbed 
in the abdomen. 
It is reported at the 
trading post that three Indians were 
killed in the drunken fracas. 
No 
whites were molested. 
Whiskey will 
effect the removal of the Mille Lacs 
band for good in a few more years. 
Our people here who are acquainted 
with many of the Indians think that 
it is a burning shame that unprinci­ 
pled white scoundrels should be per­ 
mitted to furnish them liquor, and 
villianous liquor at that, for the sake 
of gain. 
The only true policy to be 
pursued with these Indians is to re­ 
move them to a reservation where a 
police supervision can be exercised 
over them and the rum sellers kept 
away. 


A Logging Railway. 
The Itasca Lumber company, of 
Minneapolis, will build a log g ing 
railway into pine east of the Upper 
Mississippi. 
It will run from Itasca 
the new town near Grand Iiapids, for 
thirty miles in a northwesterly direc­ 
tion into what is known as the Piils- 
bury timber. 
Work on it will com­ 
mence during the winter and the road 
will be finished so as to be operated 
next season. 
It will reach into the 
Swan lake district and will give the 
Itasca company a medium over which 
they can draw logs and land them in 
the Mississippi, where there is always 
enough water to float them. 
In this 
way it is proposed to secure a steady 
supply of logs for late and early run­ 
ning. and enough to turn over the 
falls whenever desirable. 
The rail­ 
road will also g o into timber, which 
but for its construction would be trib­ 
utary to the St. Louis river and go to 
mills at Cloquet or Duluth. 
It will 
be built standard guage, and in a 
permanent manner with the idea that 
sooner or later it will be incorporated 
into the Duluth and Winnipeg. 
It 
was hoped that the Duluth and Wiu- 
nipeg would be built so as to facili­ 
tate the shipping in of construction 
material, but the Itasca company will 
not wait, and will take the equipment 
by steamboat from Aitken.—Duluth 
Herald.

A Few Pointers. 
Some of our exchanges, in publish­ 
ing the provisions of the game law, 
fail to note the fact that under the act 
passed by the legislature, quail are 
excepted and cannot be killed at any 
time during the year imtil Dec. i, 
1893. 
The protection of the law is 
withdrawn from prairie chickens from 
the 20th of August to the 1st of Dec- 
ember. 
The sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, 
policemen and constables are con­ 
stituted game ward eu s. and it is made 
their duty to enforce the law. 
They 
are to receive the fine collected, ex­ 
cept when the prosecution is made 
upon the information of other per­ 
sons, when one half of the fine is to 
go to the complaint and one half to 
the school fund.—Faribault Republi­ 
can. 


The State Fair Association has 
completed its arrangements for se­ 
curing the Texan cowboys presence 
during the entire fair, with their wild 
steers and ponies. 
The performance 
each day of the fair will be most 
thrilling. 
The lassoing of cattle, 
wild races of the plains, all of the 
tricks in taming unruly steers, and 
the ludicrous spectacle of tying a 
steer down with his own tail. 
The 
appearance of the national sta.e guard 
in a grand competitive drill, will 
constitute one of the most remarkable 
military exhibitions ever given in the 
state. 
The purse offered will be 
sufficient to put each company 011 its 
mettle, and from the infantry, through 
the battery, and to the cavalry there 
will be given a most skillful and 
enthusiastic display. 
The Grand 
Army Veterans are to be taken care 
of also with the jjost of honor and a 
day especially devoted to their enter­ 
tainment find comfort. 
The farmers 
will find an unequalled represent« 
tion of live stock and every product 
of the soil of Minnesota. 
The associa­ 
tion has issued this week its first an­ 
nual estimate of the crop yield. 
The 
acreages obtained, are, wheat, 12 to 
15 bushels per ac*u. potatoes about 
171» , oats 37 to 42, corn 3fi tq 45, and 
barley 25 to 30. 
The fair and good 
crops promised will be the two lead­ 
ing events of the year. 
The fair oc­ 
curs September Gth, 7th, 9th, XOth, 
11th. 12th, 13th and 14th inclusive. 


A Peculiar Verdict. 
The followiug verdict was rendered 
by a coroner’s jury in Norman coun­ 


ty: 
"That the deceased came to his 
death primarily from a fall from the 
upper story of Ole Skalet’s barn in 
Ada, Norman county, Minn., pre­ 
sumably while under the influence of 
intoxicating liquors, probably bought 
from saloons hemmed bv a majority 
of the legal voters of the village of 
Ada, legalized by existing laws.” 
The jurymen were prohibitionists, 
as could easily be surmised, and bt» - 
foie this verdict was rendered, they 
endeavored to fiaic tjfe coroner ac­ 
cept one arraigning the *ep« Hican 
and democratic parties as accessories 
to the crime of murder, and fixing 
the sale of the liquor on a certain 
saloon-keeper. 
The coroner would 
not accept it however, and thus the 
two great parties of the nation escape. 
It was considered to be a very shrewd 
political move, but it didn't work.

News of the State. 


Shakopee is to hav« * a fiqe new hotel. 


William Panzer. Owatonna, was kill­ 
ed by a train. 


J ohn Gilbert, butcher, 
dropped 
dead at Lake Benton. 
Winona is dissatisfied with the 
plaas for the new government build- 
ing. 
The crop yield near Winona more 
than fulfills the expectations enter­ 
tained by the farmers. 


Mrs. J udge White, attempted sui­ 
cide by Paris greed, near Pipestone, 
and will probably die. 


A phenomenon is reported from the 
village of Glenville, it being a child 
without ears, or any depression or 
elevation to mark the spot where 
these useful appeudages should be. 


A Stillwater judge discharged a 
Wisconsin farmer who was before 
him charged with violation of the 
meat-mspection law, because the act 
iu his opinion is unconstitutional. 


A year ago J acob Bean, J ohn G. 
Nelson and others, of Stillwater, in­ 
vested a few thousand in Montana 
mineral lands south of Helena. 
A 
syndicate is ofiering them $250.000 
for the property. 


Yesterday Bob Younger made a re­ 
quest to have Dr. W. H. Caino visit 
him, which he did. After thoroughly 
examining him he states that he can­ 
not live over GO days, as he is in the 
last stages of consumption, that his 
temperature ranges from 100 up to 
105 degrees. 
Chester Coburn and J ohn Walsted, 
two young men from St. Cloud, started 
to walk to Royalton Sunday. 
After 
traveling some distance they sat down 
on the track and fell asleep. 
An ap­ 
proaching train struck both of them, 
Coburn receiving severe scalp wounds, 
while Walsted was knocked down an 
embankment and escaped with a few 
slight bruises. 
Archbishop Ireland has sent a French 
CaDadiau priest to Red Lake Falls to 
take charge of St. J oseph’s parish, 
the stronghold of Marcil, the ex-com­ 
municated priest.

Work Among Lumbermen. 
The following paper w*as read be­ 
fore the district W. 0. T. U. conven­ 
tion held iu this city lust month, and 
is published by request : 
Members of tins convention who 
have read the excellent and exhaustive 
report on “ Work Among Lumber­ 
men’’ by our state superintendent, 
Mrs. Webber, (a* published m the 
‘♦Progressive Age” of May 23rd) will 
find but little to interest or instruct 
in my paper as she has taken up near­ 
ly every phase of the work. 
By a 
few hints and facts I will attempt to 
interest those who before have not 
given this department of our work 
much consideration. 
Iu passing, let me suggest that each 
member present, who has not read 
the above mentioned report, secure it, 
read and be benefitted. 
A little earnest thinking, coupled 
with the faithful presentation of the 
needs in this department, thus set 
forth, will soon convince one that no 
branch of our work demands uion* 
thorough, original, prayerful laborers 
than this. 
Were our lumbermen the ideals 
shown by W hittier in his “ Songs of 
Labor,” then were our task, indeed, 
delightful and inspiring. 
Though 
shut off from tin* privileges of church 
and home he makes them men who 
hear God Kjieaking 
• In Hi«* brei*x« *, 
A* of old ¿K*!i« *nth th« b tw ilig h t 
O f lo# t Kilen » tr e ,» 
F ur liD« *ar. the Inw ard f,*« -l*njj 
Need# no on tw a ret te« |« r. 
Il<- can see th.* « -p lrit knteliiig 
W hile the ax t# sw ung * 
Unfortunately for the best Moults 
of our work, such idealistic woods­ 
men exist only in the sweet, j ;ir<* 
imagination of our (Quaker poet. 
While there are a few industrious, 
temperate men iu our camps, it is uu 
questionably true that a very large 
|s*rceutage are men remarkable for 
their dissolute, intemperate habits. 
Yet to judge them thoroughly bad, 
(as many do) ¡w*ssessed of all the 
view “ flesh is heir to» ’ is but |*a*Lal 
judgm ent 
Neither are the majority 
of them, as often represented, hab it ual 
drunkards — depending u)» on their 
drams. 
More truthfully can they la- 
called [leriodieal drinkers, and to how 
many of the poor sorely tempted fel­ 
lows does this saanon of diunkei.ne# « 
mean days and years of after regret 
and remorse. 
In many cases "the 
spirit truly is willing'’ to resist the 
temptation but “ the flesh is weak 
(ioing into camp early in the fall and 
wording steadily until late spring, 
pay-day bringsu> n« tu.> a considerable 
sum of money. 
I pon their discharge 
they start immediately for the town 
or city to which their camp is tributary 
and there, unable to resist the tempt« 
tion of their boon companions and their 
own ap|>etites in, a few weeks -more 
often in a few days, the wages gained 
by months of hard toil and many 
deprivation« jjr* transferred to the 
ixx'kots of the saloon-keepers, i emn- 
less and out of employment there re­ 
mains nothing to be done but find 
inoro work, earn more money and iu 
nine cases cut o f ten expend it in the 
same way. 0 Due '•■a- n is but tm* 
repetition of another. 
What wonder 
that discouragement 
and 
desjuur 
seize ujion them and they soon come 
to look upon their condition a> fixed 
by fate and submit to the inevitable. 
Never before have 1 ho long» *« ! for a 
l>en inspired, as in preparing this 
pajier, that I might bring to you the 
pressing ne<*ds and grand ¡M>« ibiliti« *s 
or our work among these men. 
Are 
we discouraged in face of so much 
waiting to be done 
Let us gather 
encouragement from what biave work­ 
ers have been doing. 
Much has been 
accomplished in the way of distribut­ 
ing good, gospel literature. 
How 
much we can never know, but occa­ 
sional rejjorts cheer the heart to 
renewed work. One of the camp men 
wrote a lady superintendent as fol­ 
lows: 
"Your papers were received 
yesterday afternoon, and you may l>e 
sure we were glad to g et them. 
The 
men have enjoyed what you sent all 
day. 
We use the cook room for a 
reading room Sundays and evenings. 
* 
* 
* 
No, the men do not des­ 
troy the papers that are sent up. 
They are read by most of them. 
\Y t* 
have a box nailed to the wall where 
the papers are kept, and all know 
where to find reading matter. 
These 
camp men are coming to depend on 
these papers, not only because they 
help them to better thoughts and 
lives, but they are also tokens that 
they are remembered by those who 
have their welfare at heart 
One man 
in surprise exclaimed: 
"I didn't 
suppose anybody cared whether we 
poor devils had any souls.” 
It has occurred to me in this con­ 
nection that our work might be made 
more effective by making it more 
personal. 
Let each Union take from 
the state superintendent of this de­ 
partment as its special charge, one of 
the camps and so concentrate its 
force. 
If the supply is not equal the 
demand several small Unions can 
unite in one. A little tact will secure 
the co-operation of the foreman. 
A 
courteous letter, setting forth our 
plans, asking a list of the names of 
the men in the camp will « .caroely 
fail to elicit a response. Send regular­ 
ly fresh and interesting reading mat­ 
ter, (a complaint has been made that 
many of the papers are too old 
see 
that the latest are sent.) A few well- 
chosen pictures, elevating and purify­ 
ing m their constant influence man l*e 
sent to replace the cuts of actresses, 
jockeys and the like, that now adorn 
some of the camps. 
A scripture roll, 
bearing daily 
its silent messages 
might be jiotent for good. 
At Christ­ 
mas time ]pt th** superintendent of 
this department, in each Union, write 
a loving, earnest letter to each man in 
the camp sending messages of good­ 
will: some reminder of the day, per­ 
haps, and also a request for a reply to 
the letter or the return of the enclosed 
pledge with his signature. 
Above 
all, let each Union establish a season 
of prayer for God's blessing upon 
these men. 
A> the Union works, new 
ways will suggest themselves. 
"The 
steps of progress are built from man’s 
needs.” 
Few, if any, of the lumbermen al­ 
low intoxicating drinks to be brought 
into camp or used thor« \ 
Here is our 
vantage ground! 
W hat earnest, soul­ 
ful work we ought to be doing in the 
winter months. 
In this season of 
forced abstinence, free from the bale­ 
ful influence of the saloons, the in<*n 
are more susceptible to temperance 
influences. 
The seed sown is in less 
danger of being crowded out. 
Let 
us therefore be preparing for renewed 
work in this line the coming winter 
by acquainting ourselves with the j 
peculiar^ needs of it and the b est, 
means of accomplishing the end. 
One very practical woman in our 
Union, recently suggested as another 
means of reaching the men, that we 
open temperance boarding houses. 
Often the men are obliged to stay 
several days—sometimes 
weeks, in 
the towns nearest the camps. 
In this 


| district Aitkm and Brainerd are the 
objective points. 
She proposes that 
the Union establisa a good, home-like 
boarding houre, where the men will 
he kept from the harmful influences 
sirrounding them in some of the 
hotels and where they will feel that 
the needs of body and soul are cared 
for by those who have in view some- 
t eng besides "the mighty dollar.” 
I 
offer you this suggestion, as it was 
given rue, for considesation. 
If the 
boarding house plan does not s« N*m 
practical, at least a reading room 
might Ik* maintained to counteract, in 
some slight degree, the work of the 
saloons. 
Last, and most important of all, we 
come to the grand need 
that of 
gospel missionary work among the 
cam|)H. “ Thousands af men and every 
one of them with a soul to be lost or 
saved.” 
The ladies have already furnished 
means fo r four men to g o out as camp 
preachers, to do all that is possible 
for these neglected on«**». 
Tle*y went 
two and two. 
Bro. Schwarz writes in 
one letter to the HUjierintendcnt: 
“ One young man came to his senses 
when we told him the good women of 
Minnesota were sending us out to 
look after such fellows as he,” he ex­ 
claimed, “ It is alsjut time that I was 
looking and doing something for my 
welfare.” 
Rev. J . F. Davidson, who devoted 
a little time to the work, suggests 
that a good young man be secured in 
the fall and sent up to work among 
them ail winter, from camp to camp. 
Of course it would necessitate more 
money than we now have op hand, 
but we believe m sufficient amount 
oould l>e raised. 
The outlook is 
bright. 
Lot us put 
much heart 
into this work that those w ith wbotn 
we come in contact may know we are 
not discouraged and gaining strength 
from the encouragement« of the j>ast 
year go on to I letter work.

Increase of the IndlaB*« , 
The Indian population of the Unit­ 
ed States is increasing slowly.

which 21,300 are mix ed bloods.

appt‘iirs, by the 1887 g overnment 
statistics, th a t for th a t year there 
were 4,704 births and 3,8 8 8 deaths, 
leaving an increase of only one-third 
of one percent. Of course this vari« *s 
on different reservations, as in New 
Mex ico the increase w as over two per 
« » nt. 
But it is observed th at, with 
this one ex ception, wh« *re the Indiun 
population is com paratively larg « \ 
as in the Indian territory, Dakota, 
M ontana, W ashing ton, Arizona and 
California, there is little or no in­ 
crease. The education of Indian chil­ 
dren is g oing on; the number of In­ 
dian schools in 1887 being 231, with 
an averag e attendance of 10,24.7 a t 
a cout of f 1,065,8 79 to the Cnited 
States, while in 1878 the number of 
schools was 1.37, averag e attendance, 
3,487, and cost for their support,

In Special Session. 
On Friday evening last the city 
cou ncil met m special session and on 
roll call it was fou nd that Aldermen 
Crawford, O’Brien, Walters, Cu llen, 
Koop and Brown were present, and 
in the absence of the presiding officer 
Aid.

It was stated that the meeting was 
called to elect a special mu nicipal 
ju dge to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the death of Ju dge Donaldson. 
The resu lt of the first ballot was fou r 
votes for J. B. Dou glas and two for 
W. H. Man tor, and Mr. Dou glas was 
declared elected. 
Immediately after the resu lt was 
annou nced Aid. Koop ehdeavored to 
adjou rn the meeting by making a 
motion to that effect bu t failed, as 
Aid. O’Brien stated that when the 
meeting was called it was u nderstood, 
or expected at least, that some action 
regarding the prostitu tes and their 
removal wou ld be taken, and he 
favored a consideration of the qu es­ 
tion. The motion to adjou rn was pu t, 
however, and lost, Aid. Crawford, 
Brown and Koop voting in the affirma­ 
tion. In the meantime Aid. Gardner 
and President Spau lding came in and 
took their seats and the matter was 
explained to them au d a general dis­ 
cu ssion took place, du ring which it 
leaked ou t that a resolu tion satisfac­ 
tory to the mayor had been prejmred, 
which, if adopted, wou ld remove the 
hou ses of prositu tion off from Lau rel 
street. The resolu tion was calhsi for 
and the clerk read as follows: 
IlK-OLl TION. 
Resolved. That it is the sense of 
this cou ncil that it will tend to pro­ 
mote good order within the eity and 
facilitate the enforcement of the laws 
if, in the granting of licenses to sa­ 
loons the location thereof in the First 
and Fifth wards be confined to the fol 
lowing limits, to-wit: AH of blocks 
39, 41, 43, 45, 47, 49, SI. 53, 71. 73. 65, 
07 and 69, lota 9. 10, 11, 12, 13, 14. 15 
and 16 in block 59, lots 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 
11 and 12 in block 61, and lots 0, 10, 
11. 12, 13, 14, 15 and 16 in block 63, 
and the mayor is hereby requ ested to 
report to the cou ncil any attempt to 
evade the spirit of this resolu tion by 
the saloons now licensed ami to in­ 
stru ct his police officers to give spe­ 
cial attention to the enforcement of 
the laws within the territory aforesaid. 
The mayor is fu rther requ ested to 
u se his bent endeavor to remove from 
said limits all hou ses of prostitu tion 
which may now be located therein and 
to keep the same free from hou ses of 
that character in fu tu re. 
This res­ 
olu tion is in line with the policy 
heretofore adopted by the 
cou n­ 
cil in its su ggestions to the mayor 
looking to the su ppression of vice and 
dissipation w ithin the city, au d is pau s­ 
ed as amendatory of the resolu tions 
and motions heretofore adopted in 
connection with this general su bject. 
Aid. O’Brien was of the opinion 
that the resolu tion shou ld be adopted, 
bu t objection was raised becati-** the 
resolu tion wou ld 
not confine the 
hou ses to the locality bu t City At­ 
torney McC’lenahan explained that 
prostitu tion was a crime and the city 
cou ncil cou ld not very well say that 
certain parties cou ld commit a crime 
within a 
specified limit. 
After 
thorou ghly discu ssing the matter the 
resolu tion was passed, every member 
voting for it excepting Aid. Cu llen, 
who objected to interfering with th« *m 
at all, and Aid. Wheatley, who was 
alisent. 


The Chicken Law. 
There is a law in this state to pre­ 
vent the shooting of prairie chickens 
and du cks u ntil the 2» *h of Au gu st, 
and it is a reasonable law bu t we are 
sorry to state that it is being disre­ 
garded and violated by parties who 
have commenced shooting birds of 
the former variety. 
In this cou nty, 
especially, where chickens are not as 
plenty as in prairie cou ntries, the 
necessity for enforcing the law is 
more necessary’ in order that the 
birds may not become extinct entire­ 
ly as the you ng are now ju st able to 
fly, althou gh they are two-thirds 
grown, and sportsmen can secu re the 
entire coveys, leaving nou e to breed 
for the next year. If the coveys are 
left u ndistu rbed u ntil Au gu st 20th 
every sportsman will be able to find 
an abu ndance of game, as we are in­ 
formed that there were never so many 
birds in the sou thern part of the cou n­ 
ty as this year, which is du e to the 
open winter and favorable weather. 
By tho time the season opens the 
you ng birds will be abu ndantly able 
to take care of themselves and there 
will not be that wholesale slau ghter 
that wou ld take place if they were 
hu nted earlier in the season, and the 
local sportsmen shou ld see to it that 
the law is enforced and thu s provide 
for the fu tu re seasons as well as the 
present. Those whose selfishness or 
impatience prompts them to violate 
the law shou ld be rewarded by a tine 
and an example of one or two will 
have a very beneficial effect u pon 
others who are inclined to try the 
sport before the time. 
The law in 
regard to killing deer, too, we u nder­ 
stand, is being openly violated, as a 
certain dealer in meat was seen carry­ 
ing a saddle of venison u p Lau rel 
street inside of a week. These peo­ 
ple who persist in breaking the game 
laws shou ld be prosecu ted.

It is reported at the 
trading jiost that three Indians were 
killed in the drunken fracas.

whites were molested. 
Whiskey will 
effect the removal of the Mille Lacs 
band for good in a few more years. 
Our people here who are acquainted 
with many of the Indians think that 
it is a burning shame that unprinci­ 
pled white scoundrels should be per­ 
mitted to furnish them liquor, and 
villianous liquor at that, for the sake 
of gain. 
The only true policy to be 
pursued with these Indians is to re­ 
move them to a reservation where a 
police supervision can be exercised 
over them and the rum sellers kept 
away.

A Logging Railway. 
The Itasca Lumber company, of 
Minneapolis, will build a logging 
railway into pine east of the Upper 
Mississippi. 
It will run from Itasca 
the new town near Grand Rapids, for 
thirty miles in a northwesterly direc­ 
tion into what is known as the Piils- 
bury timber. 
Work on it will com­ 
mence during the winter and the road 
will be finished so as to be operated 
next season. 
It will reach into the 
Swan lake district and will give the 
Itasca company a medium over which 
they can draw logs and land them in 
the Mississippi, where there is always 
enough water to float them. 
In this 
way it is proposed to secure a steady 
supply of logs for late and early run­ 
ning, and enough to turn over the 
falls whenever desirable. 
The rail 
road will also go into timber, which 
but for its construction would be trib­ 
utary' to the St. Louis river and go to 
mills at Cloquet or Duluth. 
It will 
be built standard guage, and in 
permanent manner with the idea that 
sooner or later it will be incorporated 
into the Duluth and Winnipeg. 
It 
was hoped that the Duluth and Win- 
nipeg would be built so as to facili­ 
tate the shipping in of construction 
material, but the Itasca company will 
not w ait, and will take tho equipment 
by steamboat from Aitken.—Duluth 
Herald.

The only true policy to be 
pursued with these Indians is to re­ 
move them to a reservation where a 
police supervision can be exercised 
over them and the rum sellers kept 
away. 


A Logging: Railway. 
The Itasca Lumber company, of 
Minneapolis, will build a logging 
railway into pine east of the Upper 
Mississippi. It will rim from Itasca 
the new town near Grand Rapids, for 
thirty miles in a northwesterly direc­ 
tion into what is known as the Piils- 
bury timber. 
Work on it will com­ 
mence during the winter and the road 
will be finished so as to be operated 
next season. 
It will reach into the 
Swan lake district and will give tho 
Itasca company a medium over which 
they can draw logs and land them in 
the Mississippi, where there is always 
enough water to float them. In this 
way it is proposed to secure a steady 
supply of logs for late and early run­ 
ning. and enough to turn over the 
falls whenever desirable. 
The rail­ 
road will also go into timber, which 
but for its construction would be trib­ 
utary to the St. Louis river and go to 
mills at Cloquet or Duluth. 
It will 
be built standard guage. and in a 
permanent manner with the idea that 
I sooner or later it will be incorporated 
j into the Duluth and Winnipeg. 
It 
was hoped that the Duluth and Wiu-

Work Among Lumbermen. 
The following paper was read be­ 
fore the district W. 0. T. U. conven­ 
tion held iu this city last month, and 
is published by request: 
Members of tins convention who 
have read the excellent and exhaustive 
report on “ Work Among Lumber­ 
men'' by our state superintendent, 
Mrs. Webber, (as published in the 
“Progressive Age” of May 23rd) will 
find but little to interest or instruct 
iii my paper as she has taken up near­ 
ly every phase of th** work. 
By a 
few hints aud facts I will attempt to 
interest those who before have not 
given this department of our work 
much consideration. 
In passing, let me suggest that each 
member present, who lias not read 
the abovementioned report, secure it, 
read and be benefitted. 
A little earnest thinking, coupled 
with the faithful presentation of the 
needs in this department, thus set 
forth, will soon convince one that no 
branch of our work demands more 
thorough, original, prayerful laborers 
than this. 
Were our lumbermen the ideals 
shown by Whittier in his “Songs of 
Labor,” then were our task, indeed, 
delightful and inspiring. 
Though 
shutoff from the privileges of church 
aud home be makes them men who 
hear God speaking 
••In tile l>wy.P, 
A* o f old bvt) in rh th* tw ilight 
Of loi*t E den’atm**. 
For hi* **ar, the* inward feeling 
Need** no outward tongue. 
He can see the *>plrit kin cling 
While the ax-iii bating ’ 
Unfortunately for the best results 
of our work, such idealistic woods­ 
men exist only in the sweet, pure 
imagination of our Quaker i»oet. 
While there are a few industrious, 
temperate men iii our camps, it is un­ 
questionably true that a very large 
percentage are men remarkable fur 
their dissolute, intemperate habits. 
Yet to judge them thoroughly bad, 
(as litany do I possessed of all the 
vices “flesh is heir to ’ is bul pm Gal 
judgm ent Neither are the majority 
of them, as often represent ed, habitual 
drunkards — depending upon thmr 
drams. 
More truthfully can they be 
called periodical drinkers, and to how 
many cf the poor sorely-tempted fel­ 
lows does this seanon of diunkei,ue*s 
mean days anti years of after regret 
and remorse. 
In many cases “the 
spirit truly is willing” to resist the 
temptation but “the flesh is weak." 
Going into camp early in the fall and 
working beadily until late spring, 
pay day briugslo ni&ny a considerable 
sum of money. 
I pori their discharge 
they start immediately fur the town 
or city to which their camp is tributary 
and there, unable to resist the tempta­ 
tion of their boon companions and their 
own appetites in, a few weeks—more 
often in a few days, the wages gained 
by months of hard toil and many 
deprivation 
transferred to the 
iiockots of the saloon-keepers. I emu- 
less and out of employment there re­ 


district Aitkm and Brainerd are the 
objective points. 
She proposes that 
the Union establisa a good, home-like 
boarding houre, where the men will 
be kept from the harmful influences 
s grounding them in some of the 
hotels and where they will feel that 
the needs of body and soul are cared 
for by those who have in view soine- 
t i rig besides “the mighty dollar.” I 
offer you this suggestion, as it was 
given me, for considesation. If the 
boarding house plan does not seem 
practical, at least a reading room 
might be maintained to counteract, in 
some slight degree, the w*ork of the 
saloons. 
Last, and most important of all, we 
come to the 
g r a n d need—that of 
gospel missionary work among the 
camps. “Thousands af men and every 
one of them with a soul to be lost or 
saved.” 
The ladies have already furnished 
means for four men to go out as camp 
preachers, to do all that is possible 
for these neglected oik's. They went 
two and twro. Bro. Schwarz whites in 
one letter to the sujierintendent: 
“One young man came to his senses 
when we told him the good women of 
Minnesota were sending us out to 
look after such fellows as he,” he ex­ 
claimed, “It is about time that I was 
looking and doing nom ('thing for my 
welfare.” 
Rev. J. F. Davidson, who devoted 
a little time to the work, suggests 
that a good young man be secured in 
the fall and sent up to work among 
them ail winter, from camp to camp. 
Of course it would necessitate more 
money than we now have op hand, 
but we believe a sufficient amount 
could be raised. 
The outlook is 
bright. Let us [»ut 
much heart 
into this work that those with whom 
we come in contact m a y k n o w we are 
not discouraged and gaining strength 
from the encouragements of the past 
year go on to I letter work.

Let us gather 
encouragement from what brave work­ 
ers have been doing. 
Much hasbeen 
accomplished in the way of distribut­ 
ing good, gospel literature1. 
How 
much we can never know, but occa­ 
sional reports cheer the heart to 
renewed eyork. One of the camp men 
wrote a lady superintendent na fol­ 
lows: 
“Your papers were received 
yesterday afternoon, and you may lye 
sure we were glad to get them. 
The 
men have enjoyed what you sent all 
day. 
We use the cook room for a 
reading room Sundays and evenings.

No, the mon do not des­ 
troy the papers that are sent up. 
They are read by most of them. 
\N e 
have a box nailed to the wall where 
the papers are kept. and all know 
where to find reading matter. These 
camp men are coming to depend on 
these papers, not only because they 
help them to better thoughts and 
lives, but they are also tokens that 
they are remembered by those who 
have their welfare at heart. One man 
in surprise exclaimed: 
“I didn’t 
suppose anybody cared whether we 
poor devils had any souls.” 
It has occurred to me in this con­ 
nection that our work might be made 
more effective by making it more 
personal. Let each Union take from 
the state superintendent of this de­ 
partment as its special charge, one of 
the camps and so concentrate its 
force. 
If the supply is not equal the 
demand several small Unions can 
unite in one. A little tact will secure 
the co-operation of the foreman. A 
courteous letter, setting forth our 
plans, asking a list of the names of 
the men in the camp will ^carcel}' 
fail to elicit a response. Send regular­ 
ly fresh and interesting reading mat­ 
ter, (a complaint has been made that 
many of the papers are too old—see 
that the latest are sent.) A few well­ 
chosen pictures. elevating and purify­ 
ing in their constant influence man be 
sent to replace the cuts of actresses, 
jockeys and the like, that now adorn 
some of the camps. A scripture roll, 
bearing daily its silent messages 
might be potent for good. At Christ­ 
mas time ]0t the superintendent of 
this department, in each Union, write 
a loving, earliest letter to each man in 
the camp sending messages of good­ 
will: some reminder of the day, per­ 
haps, and also a request for a reply to 
the letter ortho return of the enclosed 
pledge with his signature. 
Above 
all, let each Union establish a season 
of prayer for God’s blessing upon 
these men. As the Union works, new 
ways will suggest themselves. “The 
steps of progress are built from man’s 
needs." 
Few% if any, of the lumbermen al­ 
low intoxicating drinks to be brought 
into camp or used there. 
Here is our 
vantage ground! 
\\ hat earnest, soul­ 
ful work we ought to be doing in the 
winter months. 
In this season of 
forced abstinence, free from the bale­ 
ful influence of the saloons, the men 
arc more susceptible to temperance 
influences. The seed sown is in less 
danger of being crowded out. Let 
us therefore be preparing for renewed 
work in this line the coming winter 
by acquainting ourselves with the 
peculiar needs of it and the best 
means of accomplishing the end. 
One very practical woman in our 
Union, recently suggested as another 
means of reaching the men, that we 
open temperance boarding houses. 
Often the men are obliged to stay 
several days—sometimes weeks, in 
the towns nearest the camps. In this

Neverthe­ 
less there is a large element of danger 
in the employment, and to a green 
hand not a little bodily pain. Despite 
the multiplicity of 
‘'fountains’’ in 
drug stores, refreshment shops and on 
the -treet corners a vast amount oi 
the soda water consumed every day is 
sent from th*- factories in bottles, and 
it is surprising to learn through how 
many differ- nt banda a bottle of soda 
water ha* to pass before it is ready for 
the con-tuner. Whether an empty txifcr 
tie i** “i-. turned” or comes out of the 
packing straw new from the manufac­ 
tory it is carefully w ash ed , rinsed and 
dried in the *-oda water establishment 
by men employed to do thus work and 
nothing cise.

Of 
lour household necessities now, tea 
has declined in the last 1 0 0 years 
from a price of $1 to $3.75 ]>er 
pound to five cents; sugar 
from 
twenty-seven to forty cents to 7 1-2 
to nine cents; and soap has declined 
from twelve to tw enty-tour cents per 
pound to live to seven cents.

years ago are b u tter and eggs. The 
(act th a t these alone have increased 
in price shows clearly enough th a t 
people live better th an they did in 
those early days.

Damp salt will remove the dis­ 
coloration of cups and saucers caused 
by ten and careless washing. 
Brass work can be kept beautifully 
bright by occasionally rubbing witn 
salt and vinegar. 
Salt in whitewash will make it 
stick letter.

AY here Bears Roams the Streets. 
Mr. T. AW B lackhart, formerly ot 
this eity, but now a resident of Hele­ 
na, M antana, is in Louisville. 
Mr. 
B lackhart says M ontana is full o 
large gam e and is the finest hunting 
ground iu the United States. He tells 
the following bear story, and says it 
is no fish yarn, either. 
A short while 
before coming to K entucky he w as 
a t Look Lity, a sm all town in south­ 
ern M ontana, adjoining the AVvom- 
ing line and Yellowstone park. While 
he was there n p arty of hunters who 
had been out only three days re­ 
turned. During th a t brief absence 
they killed fifty-six bears, grizzly’, 
cinnam on and black, and brought 
with them the fresh skins as evidence. 
L ast autum n five big liears were 
killed in the streets of the tow n, hav­ 
ing come down from the m ountain 
probably with the intention ot m ak­ 
ing a good meal off the inhabitants. 
In the m ountain# the grizzly bears 
a re exceed ing by numerous, very fero­ 
cious, and more frequently the hunter 
than the hunted.—Louisville Courier- 
Journal.

Increase of the Indian*, 
The Indian population of the Unit­ 
ed States is increasing slowlv. 
Not 
including Alaska, the Indian popula­ 
tion 011 reservations is 264,599, of 
w hich 21,300 are mixed bloods. 
It 
appears, by the 1887 governm ent 
statistics, th a t for th a t year there 
were 4,794 births and 3.8H8 deaths, 
leaving an increase of only one-third 
of one percent. Of course this varies 
011 different reservations, as in New 
Mexico the increase was over two per 
cent. 
But it is observed th a t, with 
this one exception, where the Indian 
population is com paratively large, 
as in the Indian territory, D akota, 
M ontana, AVashington, Arizona and 
California, there is little or no in­ 
crease. The education of Indian chil­ 
dren is going on; the num ber of In­ 
dian schools in 1887 being 231, with 
an average attendance of 10,245 a t 
a cost of $1,065,379 to the United 
States, while in 1878 the num ber of 
schools w as 137, average attendance, 
3,487, and cost for their support, 
$195,853.—New York Telegram. 


Development of tlie Skull. 


Chicago Time*. 
Mr. Dight, professor of anatom y 
in the American college a t Beirut, 
Syria, gives some very interesting 
results of his exam ination of a col­ 
lection of hum an skulls which are 
stored away in an o il m onastery in 
the Kedron valley, midway between 
Jerusalem and the Dead sea. 
He 
has m ade a careful com parison of 
these skulls with those of the same 
race a t the present day’, and finds 
some 
significant 
differences. The 
Caucasian skull has during the last 
thirteen centuries increased in cir­ 
cumference nearly tw o inches, and 
has gained considerable in cranial 
capacity. 
There has been no in­ 
crease iu 
width. The 
brain has 
gained in height and width—i. e., 
there has been a development of the 
upper and anterior 
parts of the 
brain, the p arts which we should ex­ 
pect to increase by education and 
civilization, as they preside over the 
m oral and 
intellectual 
functions. 
The lower portions of the brain, in 
which the lower or more selfish pro­ 
pensities are centered, and which give 
breadth to the head, have, in the 
march of the centuries, failed to 
grow as rapidly as the higher brain 
eeiiturie*), hence the non-increase in 
the width of our skulls.—Chicago 
Times. 


A Far-Siglit Machine, 
BIr. Edison is reported, in a con­

the projected w orld’s fair in New 
A'ork Lity, as saying th a t he would 
take an acre of space in such a fair 
and completely cover it w ith his in­ 
ventions, of which he has no less 
than seventy now under way.

Development of the S ku ll. 


Chicago Times. 
Mr. Dight, professor of anatomy 
in the American college a t Beirut, 
Syria, gives some very interesting 
results of his examination of a col­ 
lection of human skulls which are 
stored away in an old monastery in 
the Kedron valley, midway between 
Jerusalem and the Dead sea. He 
has made a careful comparison of 
these skulls with those of the same 
race at the present day, and finds 
some significant 
differences. The 
Caucasian skull has during die last 
thirteen centuries increased in cir­ 
cumference nearly two inches, and 
has gained considerable in cranial 
capacity. 
There bas been no in­ 
crease iu width. The 
brain has 
gained in height and width—i. e., 
there has been a development of tile 
upper and anterior 
parts of the 
brain, the parts which we should ex­ 
pect to increase by education and 
civilization, as they preside over the 
moral ami intellectual functions. 
The lower portions of the brain, iii 
which the lower or more selfish pro­ 
pensities arecentered, and which give 
breadth to the head, have, in the 
march of the centuries, failed to 
grow as rapidly as the higher brain 
centuried, hence the non-increase in 
the width of our skulls.—Chicago 
Times.

The anarchists of today have push­ 
ed the old dogma of natural liberty 
to the extremest form of abstract 
deduction, and they propose to make 
it a programme of action. They 
therefore make of it a principle cf 
endless revolution. If, how ever, ti e 
basis on which it once rested is gonr, 
it is impossible that we should ho’d 
and use it any more. With our pre. - 
ent knowledge of history, we know 
th at no men on earth ever have had 
liberty in the sense of unrest tided - 
ness of action. The very conception 
is elusive. It is impossible to reduce 
it to such form th at it could be vei- 
ified. for the reason that it is non­ 
human, non-earthlv. It never could 
exist on this earth and among there 
men. 
The 
notion 
of 
liberty 
and 
of the things to 
which 
it 
pertains lins hanged from age toage 
in modern history. 
Never in the history of the world 
has military service weighed enlarge 
bodies of men as it does now on the 
men of the European continent. 
It 
is doubtful if it would ever have bee n 
endured, 
f et the present victims of 
it do not appear to consider it incon­ 
sistent with liberty. Sumptuary law s 
about dress would raise u riot in any 
American state: a prohibitory law 
would have raised a riot among 
people who did not directly resist 
sumptuary laws. 
A civil officer in 
Fr : 
before the revolution, who 
had Dought or inherited his office, 
had a degree of indefiendence and 
liberty in it which the Nineteenth 
century official never dreams of. On 
the contrary, the more this Nine­ 
teenth century civil and political 
liberty is perfected, the more it ap­ 
pears that under it an official has 
freedom of opinion and independence 
of action only at the peril of his live­ 
lihood.—IToiessor W. G, Sumner in 
Popular Science Monthly.

The Salt of the Earth, 
If the feet are tender o r painful 
after long standing, great relief can 
be had by bathing them in salt and 
water. A handful of salt to a gallon 
of water is the right proportion. 
Have the water as hot as eau com­ 
fortable lie borne. Immerse the feet 
and throw the water over the legs as 
far as the knees with the hands. 
When the water becomes too topi 
rub briskly with a flesh to w e l. This 
method, if used night and morning 
will cure neuralgia of the feet. 
Carpets may lie greatly brightened 
by first sweeping thoroughly, ami 
then going over them with a clean 
cloth and clear salt and water. Cse 
a cupful of coarse salt to a large 
basin of water. 
Salt as a tooth powder is better 
than almost anything that can be 
bought. It keeps the teeth brilliantly 
white and tile gums hard and rosy. 
If ofter having a tooth pulled the 
mouth is filled with salt and water, 
it will allay the dangerof having a 
hemorrhage. 
To clean w illow furniture use salt 
and water. Apply it with a nail 
brush, scrub well and dry thoroughly. 
When broiling steak, throw a little 
salt on the coals and the blaze from 
dripping fat will not annoy. 
Damp salt will remove the dis­ 
coloration of cups and saucers caused 
by ten and careless washing. 
Brass work can be kept beautifully 
bright by occasionally rubbing with 
salt and vinegar. 
Salt in whitewash will make it 
stick latter. 
Salt and water clean willow' furni­ 
ture.—Exchange.

The oft repeated assertion that the 
lot til the poor is becoming harder 
with advancing civilization is not 
borne out by facts. 
A Chicago ex­ 
change recently published compara­ 
tive lists of the prices of necessaries 
and luxuries in New York and Phila­ 
delphia m arkets when W ashington 
was 
inaugurated, 
and contrasts 
them with present prices tor the 
same articles. In almost every case 
then* has been a reduction in price, 
and iii most, especially of manufac­ 
tured goods, the reduction has been 
v e r y great. It is far more easy for 
the workingman to procure the nec­ 
essaries of life now than it was IOO 
years ago. 
Wages of both skilled 
aud unskilled workmen are fully IOO 
tier cent. higher than in 1770. Of 
tour household necessities now, tea 
lias declined in the last IOO years 
from a price of $1 to $3.75 }ier 
pound to five cents; sugar from 
twenty-seven to forty cents to 7 1-2 
to nine cents; and soap has declined 
from twelve to twenty-four cents per 
pound to live to seven cents. 
Al­ 
most the only articles of household 
use th at are higher now than loo 
years ago are butter and eggs. The 
fact that these alone have increased 
in price shows clearly enough th at 
people live better than they did in 
those early days.

T h e strangest canal in the world is 
a canal IG miles 
long, between 
Worst Iv and St. Helen, in the north 
of England, and is underground 
from end to end. Many years ago 
the Duke of Bridgewater’s managers 
thought they could save money by 
transporting the coal in his mines 
connected and drained a t the same 
time. 
Ordinary canal boats are 
used. but the power is furnished by 
men. On the roof of the tunnel arch 
are cross pieces, and the men who do 
the'w ork of propulsion lie on their 
backs on the coal and push with 
their feet against the cross bars on 
the roof. 


Increase of the Indians, 
The Indian population of the Unit­ 
ed States is increasing slowly. Not 
including Alaska, the Indian popula­ 
tion on reservations is 264,590, of 
which 21,300 are mixed bloods. 
It 
appears, by the 1887 government 
statistics, th at for th at year there 
were 4,794 births and 3,888 deaths, 
leaving an increase of only one-third 
of one percent. Of course this varies 
on different reservations, as in New 
Mexico the increase was over two per 
cent. But it is observed that, with 
this one exception, where the Indian 
population is comparatively large, 
as in the Indian territory, Dakota, 
Montana, Washington, Arizona and 
California, there is little or no in­ 
crease. Theeducation oflndian chil­ 
dren is going on; the number of In­ 
dian schools in 1887 being 231, with 
an average attendance of 10,245 at 
a cost of $1,065,379 to the United 
States, while in 1878 the number of 
schools was 137, average attendance, 
3,487, and cost for their support, 
$195,853.—New York Telegram.

In Special Session. 
On Friday evening last the city 
council met m special session and on 
roll call it was found that Aldermen 
Crawford, O’Brien, Walters, Cullen, 
Koop and Brown were present, and 
in the absence of the presiding officer 
Aid.

It was stated that the meeting was 
called to elect a special municipal 
judge to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the death of Judge Donaldson. 
The result of the first ballot was four 
votes for J. B. Douglas and two for 
W. H. Mantor, and Mr. Douglas was 
declared elected. 
Immediately after the result was 
announced Aid. Koop endeavored to 
adjourn the meeting by making a 
motion to that effect but failed, as 
Aid. O’Brien stated that when the 
meeting was called it was understood, 
or expected at least, that some action 
regarding the prostitutes and their 
removal would be taken, and he 
favored a consideration of the ques­ 
tion. 
The motion to adjourn was put, 
however, and lost, Aid. Crawford, 
Brown and Koop voting in the affirma­ 
tion. In the meantime Aid. Gardner 
and President Spaulding came in and 
took their seats and the matter was 
explained to them and a general dis­ 
cussion took place, during which it 
leaked out that a resolution satisfac­ 
tory to the mayor had been prepared, 
which, if adopted, would remove the 
houses of prositution off from Laurel 
street. The resolution was called for 
and the clerk read as follows: 
IJKSOIATION. 
Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this council that it will tend to pro­ 
mote good order within the city and 
facilitate the enforcement of the laws 
if, in the granting of licenses to sa­ 
loons the location thereof in tlie F irst 
and F ifth wards be confined to the fob 
lowing limits, to wit: 
All of blocks 
•19, 41, 43, 45, 4., 49, 51, ;»3, 71, 73. 65, 
67 and 69, lota 9, Hi, 11, 12, 13, 14. 15 
and 16 in block 59, lobs 5, 6, 7. 8, 9. 10, 
11 and 12 in block 61, and lots 9, 10, 
11, 12, 13, i4, 15 and 16 in block 63. 
and the mayor is hereby requested to 
report to the council any attem pt to 
evade the spirit of this resolution by 
the saloons now licensed and to in­ 
struct Ills police officers to give sjie- 
cial attention to the enforcement of 
the laws within the territory aforesaid. 
The mayor is further requested to 
use his best endeavor to remove from 
said lim its all houses of prostitution 
which may now Ik? located therein and 
to keep the same free from houses of 
that character in future. 
This res­ 
olution 
is in line with the policy 
heretofore 
adopted 
by 
the 
coun­ 
cil in its suggestions to the mayor 
looking to the suppression of vice anti 
dissipation within the city, anti is jwvss- 
ed as amendatory of the resolutions 
and motions heretofore adopted in 
connection with this general subject. 
Aid. O’Brien was of the opinion 
that the resolution should be adopted, 
but objection was raised because the 
resolution would 
not confine the 
houses to the locality but City At­ 
torney McClenahan explained that 
prostitution was a crime and the city 
council could not very well say that 
certain parties could commit a crime 
within a 
specified limit. 
After 
thoroughly discussing the matter the 
resolution was passed, every member 
voting for it excepting Aid. Cullen, 
who objected to interfering with th»»m 
at all, and Aid. Wheatley, who was 
al>sent. 


The Chicken Law . 
There is a law’ in this state to pre­ 
vent the shooting of prairie chickens 
and ducks until the 20th of August, 
and it is a reasonable law but we are 
sorry to state that it is being disre­ 
garded and violated by |>arties who 
have commenced shooting birds of 
the former variety. In this county, 
especially, where chickens are not as 
plenty as in prairie countries, the 
necessity for enforcing the law is 
more necessary in order that the 
birds may not become extinct entire­ 
ly as the young are now just able to 
fly, although they are two-thirds 
grown, and sportsmen can secure the 
entire coveys, leaving noue to breed 
for the next year. If the coveys are 
left undisturbed until August 20th 
every sportsman will be able to find 
an abundance of game, as we are in­ 
formed that there were never so many 
birds in the southern part of the coun­ 
ty as this year, which is due to the 
open winter and favorable weather. 
By tho time the season opens the 
young birds will be abundantly able 
to take care of themselves and there 
will not be that wholesale slaughter 
that would take place if they were 
hunted earlier in the season, and the 
local sportsmen should see to it that 
the law is enforced and thus provide 
for the future seasons as well as the 
present. Those whose selfishness or 
impatience prompts them to violate 
the law should be rewarded by a tine 
and an example of one or two will 
have a very beneficial effect upon 
others who are inclined to try the 
sport before the time. The law in 
regard to killing deer, too, we under­ 
stand, is being openly violated, as a 
certain dealer in meat was seen carry­ 
ing a saddle of venison up Laurel 
street inside of a week. These peo­ 
ple who persist in breaking the game 
laws should be prosecuted.

On Friday evening last the city 
council met in special session and on 
roll call it was found that Aldermen 
Crawford, O’Brien, Walters, Cullen, 
Koop and Brown were present, and 
in the absence of the presiding officer 
Ald. O’Brien took the chair on motion. 
It was stated that the meeting was 
called to elect a special municipal 
judge to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the death of Judge Donaldson. 
The result of the first ballot was four 
votes for J. B. Douglas and two for 
W. H. Mantor, and Mr. Douglas was 
declared elected. 
Immediately after the result was 
announced Ald. Koop endeavored to 
adjourn the meeting by making a 
motion to that effect but failed, as 
Ald. O’Brien stated that when the 
meeting was called it was understood, 
or expected at least, that some action 
regarding the prostitutes and their 
removal would be taken, and he 
favored a consideration of the ques­ 
tion. Tile motion to adjourn was put, 
however, and lost, Ald. Crawford, 
Browu and Koop voting in the affirma­ 
tion. In the meantime Ald. Gardner 
and President Spaulding came in and 
took their seats and the matter was 
explained to them aud a general dis­ 
cussion took place, during which it 
leaked out that a resolution satisfac­ 
tory to the mayor had been prepared, 
which, if adopted, would remove the 
houses of prosit ution off from Laurel 
street. The resolution was called for 
and the clerk read as follows: 


D E M O L IT IO N . 
Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this council that it will tend to pro­ 
mote good order within the city and 
facilitate the enforcement of tin: laws 
if, in the granting of licenses to sa­ 
loons the location thereof in the First 
and Fifth wards be confined to the fob 
lowing limits, to wit: 
All of blocks 
39, 41, 43, 45, 47, 49. 51, 53, TI. 73. 65, 
07 and OO, lots 9, lo. ll. 12, 13. 14. 15 
and IO in block 59, lots 5. 0, 7, S, 9. IO, 
ll and 12 in block OI, and lots 9, IO, 
ll. 12, 13, 14, 15 and IO in block 03. 
and the mayor is hereby requested to 
report to the council any attempt to 
evade the spirit of this resolution by 
the saloons now licensed and to in­ 
struct his police officers to give spe­ 
cial attention to the enforcement of 
the laws within tile territory aforesaid. 
The mayor is further requested to 
use his best endeavor to remove from 
said limits all I louses of prostitution 
which may now I** located therein and 
to keep the same free from houses of 
that character in future. 
This res­ 
olution 
is in line with the policy 
heretofore adopted 
by 
the 
coun­ 
cil in its suggestions to the mayor 
looking to the suppression of vice and 
dissipation within the city, aud is jiass- 
ed as amendatory of the resolutions 
and motions heretofore adopted iii 
connection with this genera! subject. 
Ald. O’Brien was of the opinion 
that the resolution should be adopted, 
but objection was raised because the 
resolution would 
not confine the 
houses to the locality but City At­ 
torney McClenahan explained that 
prostitution was a crime and the city 
council could not very’ well say that 
certain parties could commit a crime 
within a 
specified limit. 
After 
thoroughly discussing the matter the 
resolution was passed, every member 
voting for it excepting Ald. Cullen, 
who objected to interfering with them 
at all. and Ald. Wheatley, who was 
alisent. 


The Chicken Law. 
There is a law* in this state to pre­ 
vent the shooting of prairie chickens 
and ducks until the *20th of August, 
and it is a reasonable law but we are 
sorry to state that it is being disre­ 
garded and violated by [>arties who 
have commenced shooting birds of 
the tonner variety. 
In this county, 
esi?ecially. where chickens are not as 
plenty as in prairie countries, the 
necessity for enforcing the law is 
more necessary in order that the 
bi ribs may not become extinct entire­ 
ly as the young are now just able to 
fly, although they are two-thirds 
grown, and sportsmen can secure the 
entire coveys, leaving none to breed 
for the next year. 
If the coveys are 
left undisturbed until August 20th 
every sportsman will be able to find 
an abundance of game, as we are in­ 
formed that there were never so many 
birds in the southern part of the coun­ 
ty as this year, which is due to the 
open winter and favorable weather. 
By the time the season opens the 
young birds will be abundantly able 
to take care of themselves and there 
will not be that wholesale slaughter 
that would take place if they were 
hunted earlier in the season, and the 
local sportsmen should see to it that 
the law is enforced and thus provide 
for the future seasons as well as the 
present. Those whose selfishness or 
impatience prompts them to violate 
the law should be rewarded by a fine 
and an example of one or two will 
have a very beneficial effect upon 
others who are inclined to try the 
sport before the time. 
The law in 
regard to killing deer, too, we under­ 
stand, is being openly violated, as a 
certain dealer in meat was seen carry­ 
ing a saddle of venison up Laurel 
street inside of a week. These peo­ 
ple who persist in breaking the game 
laws should be prosecuted.
